ACT OF FAITH 
N effect, therefore, the 
Western powers have gone 
almost the whole way to. 
meet Soviet Russia over the: 
‘length of tho trial period 
for the suspension of tests, 
‘Especially “for countries 
such as Britain and’ France, 
this move means areal 
sacrifice in terma of national 
accurity. For Britain, a 
fresh sericea df tests might 
provide wenpons which 
would considerably streng- 
then the country's defenalve 
capacity, France’ may be 
almost ready to start test- 
ing nuclear weapons.

That's the over-oll picture, 
Do the figures provide any basis 
for cxplaonotions os to why 
these differentials exist? What- 
is there about «he marricd state 
that so markedly favours longer 
life, and by Implication at 
lezst, belter health? Dewey 
Shurtlerr, writing in the Journal 
of the American Geriatrics 
Society, thinks the figures do 
Hive some explanations. 


The first factor tn what Mr 
Shurtleff? admits 1s speculation 
has to do with what kind of 
people get married, And here 
we get ono dangerous graund, 
ond I hasten to, polmt out 
that alk {hero constderations 
apply to groups, anol In- 
dividuals. Any person muy 
differ widely from the  gereral 
group dcscriptions here sug- 
“gested, 


Healthy persons are more 
likely to imarry thon the up- 
healthy, both because they are 
more likely to be motivated to 
seck o partner and are more 
Ukely to be sought, ' The 
figures show that the mortallty 
levels in carly fe are fr 
lower among the married than 
among the unmarried: In 
fact, .the differences in favour 
of the marricd ure greatest be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 44 
in men, and 25 ‘ond 34 In 
women-—when family respons 
sibilities are at their helght. 


The stabilising Influence of 
family life, ond the stronger 
motlvations of the married to 
guard their health for the sake 
of partner and offspring are re- 
flected in the figures which show 
a persistent difference in favour 
of the married throughout the 
age span. Patterns of cating, 
siceping, playing, working may 
ke better organised and more 
moderate, 


The married are less likely to 
work jn hazardous occupations 
or to indulge In unhealthful 
habits of living. Again Jet me 
remind my single, widawed or 
divorced friends that I am talk-

A Wostorn couple were 
cyrlously-—-seannin: hh

stora where mooncakes 
wero prominently — dis- 
played. 

They, hesitated, wondering 
whether to buy some. Thoy 
were apparently mew ar- 
rivals and were curious to 


know how these strange’ 


cakey taste. 


Well, for the benelit of people 
Uke this, let me give them some 
idea about this tlne-honoured 
Chinese . delicacy in the hope 
that they will get a timely taste 
of it this year before it abruptly 
disappears from the market 
nfter the Japse of the ‘Chinese 
Mid-Autumn Festival (as the 
cake Js usually stowed away 
even unsold after the [ele to 
show that good business has 
been done). 


Two Kinds 


There are two main kinds of 
mooncakes' in China, namely 
“Stanghai mooncake" and 
"Cantonese mooncake"’, which 
all appear on the market about 
one month. before the Midt 
Autumn Festival comes round 
on the 15th day‘of. the 8th moon 
on the Chinese calendar, . 

As Hongkong’s = population 
is predominantly Cantonese, 
Cantenese cakes ‘are chiefly dis- 
playecdt here while the Shanghai 
varicty: are on sale on a very 
limited scale. . 

The Cantonese mooncake- hae 
t round ahape, usually one-inch 
thick with a weight of 4 ozs 
each and ‘its gleaming brown 
top Is embossed with’ figures and 
Chinese characters. The Shang- 
hal cake {s round, much thinner 
and smiller and has a lustreless 
and plain top. 

The Cantonese cake has a 
very thin crust made of: flour 
inslde of which 13 entirely the 
Ingredient specified thereon, 
There ‘are many kinds of Can- 
tonese cakes containing . differ- 
ent Ingredients, Among them 
may be mentioned “mashed lity. 
seed: "paste," . “mashed — bean 
paste,” “mashed coconut,” and 
anaaed date paste’ mooncakes, 
ete, : ; 
Salt egg yolks ‘are usually 
embedded in the “mashed ily 
secd pasie,” and “mashed coco- 
nut” mconcakes, . =: 

The cakes are knawn by tho 
ingredients they  contaln. 
large quantity of cdible oil or lard 
and sugar ore used to make the 
contents glitter .and for that 
reason the palatable Cantonese 
mooncake is very hard to digest.

Year. : 
“In Hongkeng total sales of 
mooncakes are around the $5 
million mark,” ha sald, 7 
And stramger still js the facet 
that it is poor worlking-vlass 
people who buy the bulk of the 
moonenkes. It has been the 
Aradition omong werking-class 
people to present mooncakes, 
fruits and = wines to thelr 


superiors in order to be held in, 


esteem. 

To enable them to buy mcon- 
cakes without having to pay In 
one lump sum, mooncake shops 
issue casy payment coupcens 
throughout the year. These 
coupons vary in price ranging 
from $1.50 to $3. Coupons cre 
sola monthly for a period of 12 
months at the end of which 
cach one. catitles ‘a customer to 
four to eight boxes of mooncakes 
depending on the quality he 
chooses, Mooncakes with the 
egg yolk are the more expensive 
ones, .
